Superior, Wis.—(/P)—President Coo 


lidge feels optimistic enough about 
the anti-war negotiations, now pend 
ing.between the United States and 14 
foreign powers, to believe that a draft 
treaty to this effect will be ready for 
senate ratification next December. 


Mr. Coolidge has not had opportun 


ity for detailed consultation with Sec 
retary of State Kellogg as to the re- 
ception afforded to the latter's las; 
note on this 'question b,y the other 
powers. Nevertheless, he believes that 
progress so far has been sufficient^ 
promising to assure conclusion of a 
pact this summer. 


In his last note Secretary Kellogg 


proposed a definite draft treaty where- 
by the signatory nations would re- 
nounce war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy and would obligate them- 
selves never to seek the solution of 
future international complications ex 
cept by peaceful means. 


This concrete proposal, which was 


addressed "to Great Britain, France. 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Belgium, Po< 
land, among other was accompanied 
by explanations as to its scope and 
functioning. The right to legitimate 
self-defense was left untouched 'and 
the right of freedom of action by sig- 
natories as regards any other signa- 
tory which might break the conven 
ant, was also established. In addition 
the existing framework of 
defense 


treaties in Europe and elsewhere and 
obligations deriving from the conven 
ant of the league of nations were pro 


Negotiations to conclude a definite 


agreement along these -lines' as- soon 
as, possible 'are being pushed- vigor- 
ously, it is understood here, by the 
state department. 
Mr. Coolidge Is 


hopeful that Secretary Kellogg 
will 


have heartening progress to report on 
this matter on the occasion of his visit 
to the. summer white house scheduled 
for the middle of July. . 


President Coolidge is awaiting the 


actual resignation from the cabinet of 
Secretaries Hoover and Work before 
deciding upon their successors. 
Al- 


though he understands these resigna- 
tions will- be offered at an early date 
he has as yet- no definite information 
as to when the portofolios will be ac- 
tually returned to him. 


Brigadier General Herbert M. Lord, 


director of the. budget, will come to 
Superior early in August to discuss 
with President Coolidge his recom- 
mendations for the bud. '. for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1929. 


Apart from attending to those du- 


ties which he cannot postpone til! the 
end of his vacation, President Coo- 
lidge is devoting all his time to mak- 
ing the most of the charms of the 
summer white house. 
He made it 


known Saturday that he -appreciates 
very much the zeal and enthusiasm 
with which the local community has 
striven to make all things pleasant 
and easy both for himself and Mrs.

two negroes were lynched by a mob. 


Early Saturday morning the multi- 


lated bodies of the victims were sway- 
ing from huge liveoak trees beyond 
the city limits. Even the most cur- 
ious hesitated to visit the spot after 
midnight. Other negrges who might 
have cut them down" were in their 
homes with doors locked. 


The lynching resulted from a fight 


early in the day between the 
two 


negroes, brothers and two white men, 
Claude and Cabby Byrne, automobile 
service station proprietors. 
Claude 


suffered a broken 
hip, his brother. 


Cabby, received a scalp wound from 
a pistol shot while the chief of police, 
Walter Smith, was slightly hurt. The 
negroes fled but were captured 
and 


jailed after one had been shbt by offi- 
cers. 


With dusk, small bands of men gath- 


ered on downtown corners" and when 
night came they joined to form a 
huge mob which immediately moved 
on the jail. 
Sheriff Bristcr and his 


deputies were overpowered but they 
did not surrender their keys. 


Heavy timbers were used to batter 


down the locked doors and the mob en- 
tered the cell rooms where the wound- 
ed negro and his brother were scream- 
ing for mercy. 


Again held off by locks, the mob 


sent for an acetylene torch to cut 
through the cell bars. 


The negroes, James and 
Stanley 


Bearden, were carried to the street 
where one was placed in an automo- 
bile and th& other dragged through the 
town by a rope around his neck. 


Still screaming, the prisoners were 


driven slowly to separate points on 
the outskirts of 
town and 
were 


hanged. They were not pushed off of 
a platform of automobiles but were 
simply drawn off the ground by a 
rope thrown over a limb. 


Then the bodies were mutilated and 


the mob dispersed. 


A third negro, taken from the jail by 


mistake, -was released without injury.

Woodrow Wilson was a -wet, but no one 
thinks of him in that light. One thinks of 
his greatness as' a citizen and a man, of 
his extraordinary ability, his mentality, 
his grasp of domestic and world problems, 
his high moral, social and political ideals, 
his all around fitness for the first office of 
the nation.

' ' CLEARING THE AIR 


The nation's radio fans had a chance 


during the Republican convention to 
have the air cleared for the things they 
want to hear. The networks pooled their 
facilities on the convention, stations in 
general co-operated and the listeners got 
just what they wanted—except at 
the 


times when a favorite son was futilely put 
in nomination by a long "winded orator. 
Then the fans were grateful for two or 
three places on the dial where they could 
still find music. And some of them doubt- 
less asked themselves: "Wouldn't it be 
great if reception cotild be like this al- 
ways?" 


There is some hope that their wish may 


be gratified. When the federal radio com- 
mission's lease of life was extended at the 
recent session of congress all sorts of dire 
prophecies were made as to difficulties 
lying in the path of any effort to lop off 
superfluous stations now crowding the 
ether. Yet when the radio commission~re- 
cently called upon one hundred sixty-two 
stations to'show why their licenses should • 
not be revoked August 1 in order to clear ' 
the air, a surprising amount of sympathy 
and co-operation from station owners was 
registered. 


"We would-like to have our station in 


operation," said one owner in Massachu- 
setts, "but believe that the general good 
calls for the elimination of at least 
as 


many stations as you have scheduled to 
be dropped." This and a New York sta- 
tion in Zone 1 have already voluntarily 
relinquished their licenses. Less than ten 
per cent of the stations in Zone 4, the 
middle west, will appear at the hearing 
July 9 to contest the commission's right 
to revoke their licenses. As ninety-five 
stations are on this list, the result should 
be considerably better reception in this 
part of the country. 


Those who feared the consequences of 


an attempt on the part of the radio busi- 
ness to make a radical improvement at 
the cost of existing investment did not 
count, it seems, on the fundamental good 
sense of most of those affected and their 
appreciation that something had to be 
done. Besides, some of the proscribed sta- 
tions no doubt were only too glad of the 
excuse.

The Weather Bureau cooperates also 


with the' American Red Cross, the, 
official relief agency of the people of 
the United States. National Headquar- 
ters of the organization in Washing- 
ton, and the branch offices in St. Louis 
and San Francisco, are notified1 of all 
impending storms and floods so that 
relief equipment and personnel can be 
mobilized for work, in some instances 
even before the disaster strikes. 


To persons not familiar with the ex- 


tensive system of cooperation that has 
been established by the Weather Bu- 
reau with foreign nations and the in- 
timate contact between the 
bureau 


nnd the Congressional Charter, under 
which the latter organization operates 
stipulates that, in addition to carry- 
ing on a system of national and inter- 
national relief In time of. peace to 


"B" likewise notifies Chapter "C," the 
word going on down the line so that 
people can take to their cellars. In the 
case of the annual Mississippi floods, 
Mr. Baker states, pretty.acurate pre- 
dictions are possible. 
Weather sta- 


tions along the river telephone the St.

The St. Louis office draws its own 


deductions and,«for instance, can pre- 
dict that, with a normal rise of three 
feet in twenty-four hours at 
Cairo,

are dispatched instantly to the danger 
zones, so that the people can get out 
of the bottomlands. Forty-eight hours 
notice can 
be given of impending 


floods, according to Mr. Baker. 


When word is passed that a hurri- 


cane is coming up from the 
Carri- 


bean Sea to hit the Texas coa&t "to- 
morrow afternoon," Red Cross Head- 
quarters wires the chapters and can- 
teens: doctors, nurses, and' telephones 
are mobilized for duty. 


In 1921 word of a possible hurricane 


was flashed in precisely this fashion 
and the Red Cross, with the coopera- 
tion of the Army, collected supplies, 
including rolling kitchens., first aid 
materials, and food at a strategic point 
near San Antonio. 
In this case the 


hurricane failed to arrive but a flood 
struck San Antonio the next day 
and the preparations for hurricane aid 
served well in caring for the flood 
victims. The storm twisted along the 
coast and shifted to an unpopulated 
area of the State, causing little or no 
damage. 


In some instances floods can 
be 


prevented by precautionary arrange- 
ments, though it is frequently true 
that, the lesson of a great disaster 
is required to bring home the impor- 
tance of making those arrangements.

ward." "He went around the world 
alone at the age of twelve. After grad 
uation at Annapolis 
he helped pu 


down two revolutions in the West In 
dies. 
He distinguished 
himself b> 


years of splendid service with our bat 
tleship fleet." 


"My first aerial adventure was in 


the Annapolis gymnasium," says Com- 
mander Byrd. Here as a cadet, swing 
ing on the flying rings, he fell from 
great height, smashing his ankle and 
foot. Though he graduated from Ann 
apolis, this injured foot caused 
him 


five years later to be retired from the 
navy. 


The World War gave him a chance 


to get back, this time at desk duty 
Then, after much pleading, he was 
permitted to learn to fly at Paiihacola 
Here he witnessed a good many fatal 
flying accidents. 


The high point in his own Pensalpca 


training period came, he says, "when ] 
rammed another plane going 60 miles 
an hour. I had just got off the water 
and was intent on gaining speed so J 
could zoom upward. The first thing ] 
knew I saw almost directly ahead of me 
a plane plunging down on the water out 
of the sky. The crash was deafening 
We were just enough out of line to 
make our wings lock. As a result both 
planes flung around with violent cen- 
trifugal force that was the result of 
the 120 miles per 
hour 
aggregate 


speed we were traveling at the mo- 
ment. 


"Both planes were demolished, 


fell dazed and bruised into the water. 
A few minutes later the rescue party 
liauled us into the speed boat, safe and 
sound." 


Byrd did not get to France during 
16 war but was fortunate enough to 


fly with the navy planes NC-1. KC-3. 
and NC-4 as far as Newfoundland 
when, immediately after the war, they 
attempted to fly to Europe. The NC-4, 
which alone was successful 
was the 


irst flying machine to cross the Atlan- 
tic. 
Though Byrd was left 
behind 


ivhen the three navy planes started 
"or the other side, hope was still with 
him for he was ordered to start in the 


!-5, a dirigible. But misfortune came 
again for the C-5 broke from her moor- 
ings and was lost at sea. 


Then followed dangerous and excit- 


ng explorations in the Arctic. Here 
IB was first associated with 
Floyd 


Bennett, the intrepid pilot whose death 
;he world mourned a short while ago. 
Later, in England. Byrd narrowly es- 
caped death when the ZR-2, huge Zep- 
jelin built by England for America, 
jurned in the air, for Byrd would have 
been on it had he not missed a train. 


In 1926 he electrified the world by 


flying to the North Pole, the first to

the feat. 
The difficulties

palled an ordinary man. And every 
delay made it seem probable that the 
Amundsen-Ellsworth-Nobile expedition 
also at Spitsbergen and completing its 
arrangements, would beat him to his 
goal.

leavily loaded plane into the air, and 
headed for the North Pole at 100 miles 
an hour. 


'At 9:02 A. M.. May 9/1926, Green- 


wich civil time, our calculations show- 
•d us to be at the Pole! The dream of 
a lifetime had at last been realized.

:onfirming sights of the sun,
